Thousands of German aerial in­ 
vaders swarmed down anew on the 
160-mile-long isle of Crete today and 
a Loudon radio broadcast indicated 
that

The British acknowledged th at the 
battle for the strategic Greek island, 
legendary 
birthplace 
of 
Zeus, is 
growing fiercer. 
A new host of 3,000 Germ an sky 
troops were reported to have de­ 
scended on the island during the 
night after the entire first day’s 
contingent of 1,500 was declared to 
have been captured or killed. 
London dispatches said tile G er­ 
m ans were still pouring in. 
Naval Transports 
A British radio broadcast said “one 
or two” G erm an naval transports 
may also have gotten through, but 
the announcer asserted th a t “there 
is no lack of control of very large j 
areas of the island, although para- I 
chute troops may be fighting in 
groups at various points.” 
The announcer said there was 
reason to believe th at large numbers 
of Germans were captured alive. 
British Seem Confident 
"Tile situation is well in hand,” 
the British said tersely. 
Authoritative quarters in London 
said a full G erm an parachute divi­ 
sion of 7,000 men was involved in j 
the two-day-old assault—including j 
two infantry regiments, an artillery j 
regiment arm ed with 75 millimeter 
guns, an anti-tank battalion with 
37 mm. guns, a motorcycle recon­ 
naissance group and other units.

53 
women and 25 children.

A UNIQUE VACATION 
X fO W that so many are thinking of 
their vacations I, who have had 
many a different one, take it upon 
myself to make a suggestion. 
In the first place I do not like 
vacations at public beaches and 
highly advertised resorts. You do 
not rest or meditate at such places— 
though I must admit that each has 
its particular merit. You meet many 
people, and often interesting ones, 
and you at least get a change. 
Then there are sea voyages, auto­ 
mobile trips to new places, never 
visited before, a week or so of 
camping; or a vacation made up of 
just loafing around the town in 
which you live, taking it easy, and 
dropping a1! responsibility and ef­ 
fort.

Manuscript Reveals 
Fine Qualities of 
Army Officer 


(Continued From Page One) 
the first day’s battle, of the nearly 
500 of the regiment who had gone 
into battle at noon only 90 were 
mustered under Captain W alter L. 
Owens, who took over command 
when Colonel McFarland was wound­ 
ed. 
The Company 
was reduced 
from IOO to 4 of the rank and file. 
A few weeks later the rem nant 
of this regiment was mustered out 
of service. 
Colonel McFarland was 
brought home and a soldier who had 
been slightly wounded was detailed 
to take care of him. 
My father’s records further state: 
“During Colonel M cFarland’s con­ 
valescence I was with him almost 
daily, seeing his wounds dressed, 
helping to move him from his bed 
to his chair and back again to his 
bed; performing various tasks about 
the Academy and in return receiv­ 
ing aid from him in Latin and 
Greek. After a time I shared in the 
work of instruction in the school 
which he made some effort to re­ 
vive. 
I gave him clerical help in 
the preparation of a manuscript of 
a book (which was never published) 
narrating the story of his regiment 
and incidentally of his Division of 
the Army. 
Stories of Army Life 
“Naturally I heard much about 
Army life, incidents of camp and 
march and features of battle that 
do not usually get into print. 
I 
heard him tell the story of how a 
bullet clipped a button from the 
coat sleeve on the arm he had about 
his bearer’s neck as he was being 
carried, wounded, into the Seminary 
building; he told of the shell th at 
imbedded itself in the wall of the 
room where he was lying and filled 
his beard with plaster, plaster th at 
was not all removed for weeks. 
There were realistic bits of the con­ 
test that sonvehow impressed me 
more with the risks of battle than 
pages of eloquent description. 
“A letter from his Division G en­ 
eral commending the service, steadi­ 
ness and bravery of his regiment 
was proudly shown to me and made 
me realize how much the praise of 
his Commander means to the true 
soldier. 
* 
"One day, he may have been teas­ 
ing me, he spoke of visiting th® 
Army of the Potomac to consult with 
the officers about certain incidents 
in the writing of his history and 
said he would need an attendant. 
He asked whether I would go with 
him. I replied with an eager affir­ 
mative. 
“ But, if the Army should get 
into battle while we were there, I 
would expect you to pick up a gun 
and help to fight,’ he informed me, 
“ ’Well, I guess I could,' was my 
response. 
"But my parents were slow to give 
their consent to such a trip for their 
boy of fifteen, and, to my regret, 
it was never undertaken. 
Met Many Army Leaders 
“In the Colonel’s Company, how­ 
ever, I saw in after years a con­ 
siderable part of the old Army of 
the Potomac and many of the Army 
of Northern Virginia and was pre­ 
sented to not a few of the leaders 
in each.” 
In October, 1937, The Gettysburg 
Times printed an item dated Mc- 
Allistervllle, Pa , October 4. 
It was 
the story of the dedication of a 
marker placed on the site of the old 
Academy, which later became the 
first school 
in Pennsylvania 
for 
orphans of Union soldiers. 
The 
principal speaker of the occasion 
was Dr. J. -Horace McFarland, of 
Harrisburg, "a son of the late Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Oeorge F, M cFar­ 
land, founder of the school and 
Union soldier who was wounded In 
the Battle of Gettysburg,” 
The Little Black Book 
He read some excerpts from his 
father’s diaries, which included a 
“little black book,” th at told of Ids 
experiences in the Civil War. 
Dr. McFarland related th at while 
he was attending the 50th Anni­ 
versary of the Battle of Gettysburg, 
in 1913, and was standing near 
where his father had been wounded, 
a Union veteran approached to ask 
whether 
any 
of 
the 
McFarland 
family were known to be in town 
for the occasion. 
On learning he 
was addressing a son of the Colonel 
he was drawn into further conver­ 
sation. 
Among the things the vet­ 
eran spoke of was of seeing the 
Colonel seated cm horseback, at the 
Battle of Gettysburg, writlhg in a 
"little black book.” 
How often we have reason to ob­ 
serve that the world is small. And 
how many roads cross at Gettysburg. 
And, be it IO or be it 50 years after.

He said he and others hoped to 
obtain action later—after President 
Roosevelt makes his views known— 
on a resolution by Senator Toby 
(R.-N.H.) to prohibit use of the 
Navy to guard war shipments to 
belligerents. 
Senator McNary of Oregon, the 
minority leader, also was understood 
to have told administration lieu­ 
tenants th at he could not agree to 
any lengthy recess. 
Glass Would Use Navy 
On the other hand, Senator Glass 
(D.-Va.) told reporters th at if he 
had his way the convoy question 
would be solved quickly by employ­ 
ing the entire Navy, if necessary, 
to see that the goods were delivered 
to Britain. 
With regard to the tax situation 
Chairman Dough ton (D.-N.C.) of 
the House Ways and Means com­ 
mittee made one of the most op­ 
timistic house forecasts when he 
expressed belief th at it would be "at 
least a m onth” from now before his 
committee 
finished writing; 
the 
measure. 
T hat would be near the end of 
June. 
It would require a week or 
more for the House to pass the 
legislation and then Senate com­ 
mittee and Senate action would have 
to follow. 
After th at differences 
between House and Senate would 
have to be composed before the bill 
went to President Roosevelt. 
“Tax BUI AU Summer”

Many writers on military affairs— 
certainly 
this one—have devoted 
most of their energy to pointing out 
ways to wage wars with death-deal­ 
ing arms, and have paid little a t­ 
tention to the constructive thought 
that battles can be won by diplom­ 
acy as well as with guns. This col­ 
umn today is an effort to present 
facts which will be constructive. 
As I see it, any agreement that 
the United States could make with 
Japan would have the support of 
Britain. The terms which must be 
the 
inevitable 
outcome 
of 
any 
American-Japanese settlement would 
Immediately remove Nippon from 
the German sphere of influence— 
insofar as concerned Japanese par­ 
ticipation in the war on the side of 
the Axis. 
Such a development would have 
the effect of swinging Russia away 
from the Nazis, at least far enough 
to insure that the Soviet wouldn't 
give actual support to Hitler. 
It needs only half an eye to see 
that this enforcement of Japanese 
and Russian neutrality would be a 
terrific blow to the Axis powers. 
Apart from other aspects it would 
release strong British naval, mil­ 
itary and air forces in the far east 
for use in Europe and Africa. 
By the same token, if the Axis 
operations should force the United 
States into the war, we also should 
be able to employ units from our 
Pacific fleet in the Europen theatre. 
It would be a Godsend to be able 
to get ahead with the big show and 
not have to worry about the Orient. 
And the alternative of an agree­ 
m ent with the Japanese? Well, it 
would mean the difference between 
a short war in Europe, and a con­ 
flict of attrition which would leave 
the world flat on its back, no m atter 
who "won.” 
And what is the basis for believ­ 
ing that Japan is ready to do bus­ 
iness? For one thing she is making 
no bones of her desire to liquidate 
the China affair, as she calls it. She 
is in a bad way economically, and 
finally recognizes that it would take 
many years more to conquer China, 
if it could be done at all. A large 
proportion of her essential supplies 
come from America, and her sale of 
products here is vast. 
Well informed sources close to 
this situation tell me they believe 
Japan would agree to withdraw from 
China militarily in exchange for full 
economic cooperation by the Chinese. 
This being so, Generalissimo Chiang 
Kae Shek could make peace on 
such terms, provided the United 
States recommended it. 
They tell me, too, that Japan 
would be prepared to reaffirm the 
open door policy for America and 
other western powers. The Japanese 
also would agree to forego anything 
more than economic penetration in 
further development of their pro­ 
gram of a new order in the far east. 
If 
this 
does 
indeed 
represent 
Japan’s present feeling, as I believe, 
then it must be of mutual advan­ 
tage for the two countries to try 
for a solution of their differences. 


TWO BILLION OF 
DEFENSE WORK IN 
PENNSYLVANIA 


OPM Says ‘York Plan’ 
Is a Great Suc­ 
cess 


[By the Associated Press] 
Washington, 
May 
21.—Pennsyl­ 
vania, with nearly two billion dol­ 
lars worth of defense orders, is pro­ 
viding a pattern for the nation’s 
production speedup through the me­ 
dium of sub contracting. 
It Is well along toward the goal 
of utilizing every wheel and forge 
down to the smallest plant in the 
countryside and showing the rest of 
the country how it can be done. 
First, “The York Plan’’—a volun­ 
tary system of farming out a big 
manufacturing contract among lit­ 
tle plants—attracted nationwide a t­ 
tention, and now the government’s 
own defense contract service in the 
third Federal Reserve District is 
setting the pace for 35 other field 
offices across the land. 
Pennsylvania a Model 
“Pennsylvania,” said one spokes­ 
man at the National Defense Ad­ 
visory Commission, ’is providing a 
model for the rest of the country 
in tackling this problem of subcon­ 
tracting.” 
The defense contract service for 
the third Federal Reserve District, 
operating out of Philadelphia, has 
set up 15 regional offices. 
Ten days ago the Philadelphia 
office had obtained surveys from 
325 small plant owners who are pre­ 
pared to accept defense work. 
A 
large number of these are in the 
category of plants employing less 
than IO persons. 
There is no compulsion upon a 
prime contractor to farm out any of 
his work—though it may come later 
—but 
the 
service 
is 
reporting 
achievements with the tools at hand: 
the exchange of information and 
introductions between prime con­ 
tractors 
and 
potential 
subcon­ 
tractors. and moral suasion. 
OPM Praises York 
OPM devoted a dozen pages to 
“the York plan” in a recent bul­ 
letin on “farming out” methods. It 
called the country’s 
attention 
to 
way York manufacturers dug up 
hitherto unknown 
machine 
tools, 
classified them acocrding to the de­ 
fense material they could turn out 
and then farmed out defense work. 
Beaver county was one of the 
first to take stock of its machine 
and manpower resources and call 
them to the attention of the gov­ 
ernment. Officials praised the sur­ 
vey and cited it as a model to other 
communities. 
Baldwin Locomotive Works, one 
of the larger emergency contractors, 
has farmed out more amounts of 
work. 
The Pittsburgh commission 
for industrial 
expansion recently 
reported Baldwin scattered almost 
$15,000,000 in subcontracts to 33 
Western Pennsylvania concerns, al­ 
though Baldwin's main plant is near 
Philadelphia.

grabs the public’s eye, but it takes 
more than that to make a soldier. 
Several outfits at this 28th Divi­ 
sion training ground have broken 
into headlines with sudden marches, 
massed formations and sham battles. 
On the other hand scores of units 
plod along each day, getting in 
fundamental, but less spectacular 
training without benefit of acclaim. 
There’s not much difference in the 
training to the men or their officers.

REGISTRATION 
CONSIDERED FOR 
HOME DEFENSE 


LaGuardia Goes to 
W a s h i n g t o n to 
Launch Plans 


[By the Associated PressJ 
W ashington. May 21—A plan for 
the voluntary registration of the 
millions of men above the present 
m ilitary age was reported 
under 
consideration today as Mayor Fior- 
ella Laguardia came here to direct 
the vast new civilian defense pro­ 
gram. 
Counting in more than 2,000,000 
World war veterans, authorities said 
there were approximately 10,000,000 
men in the age group 36 through 45. 
Furtherm ore, they 
pointed 
out, 
there 
were 27,000,000 women be­ 
tween ages of 21 and 46 from whom 
additional 
millions 
of 
volunteers 
could be draw n, if the registration 
were extended to cover them. 
A final decision on adoption of 
the voluntary registration plan, it 
was said, will rest with Laguardia 
to whom the President has dele­ 
gated full authority for supervising 
the organization of civilian defenses. 
Such defenses include home guards, 
already form ed in some states, a ir­ 
raid w arning and air-raid defense 
services, and the numerous services 
connected with recreational and so­ 
cial projects for men in the army. 
In announcing his selection of 
New Y ork’s mayor for the new post, 
Mr. Roosevelt indicated th a t civil 
defense services m ight utilize men 
of m ilitary age who are in deferred 
classifications. 
Of the 16,500,000 Selective Service 
registrants, 
about 
6,000,000 
have 
been classified to date and only 
600,000 of these men will be in tra in ­ 
ing by the end of June. Thus a res­ 
ervoir of at least 5,000,000 would be 
available 
here, 
and 
the 
num ber 
would be more than doubled when 
the rem aining 10,000.000 registrants 
are classified. 
However, 
some 
authorities 
are 
known to view this huge pool of 
registrants as the nation’s principal 
m anpower supply, not only for m ili­ 
tary service, if deferm ents should be 
restricted, but also for defense in ­ 
dustries 
and 
agriculture. 
They 
argued th a t it would be better to 
draw the bulk of civilian defense 
personnel 
from 
volunteers 
above 
m ilitary age. 
M any inform ed persons were of 
the opinion th at one of the chief 
factors which led President Roose­ 
velt to create the office of civilian 
defense was the insistence on the 
part of so many persons to be given 
som ething to do.
